This  film  tells  the  story  of  the  Christmas  tree  in  history  and  legend  and  the 
Christmas  tree  industry  of  today.  It  also  shows  that  cutting  of  trees  for  decora- 
tion is  not  a  wasteful  practice,  on  the  contrary,  when  properly  done  it  is  a  good 
forestry  practice.  The  film  shows  how  the  trees  are  cut  and  marketed  and  the 
proper  method  of  handling  the  tree  after  it  is  brought  home.  The  picture  ends 
with  a  short  sequence  on  trimming  the  tree  for  Christmas  Day.
